Li HuDK Otaanir'B Lost Yellow Coat— 
Bassla Covets a Korean 
Porfc 



London, Aug. 7. — Capt. LanK, a former 
director in tho Chinese navy and supervisor 
of tho building of many forts, said in an in- 
terview to-day: "The Chinese are well 
trained and oxoellent marksmen. China's 
navy /is about equal, to- Japan's. 
The Japanese 'have* ' more ^ dash and 
spirit than tho Chinese havo, but 
all doponds on how tho Chinese are led. 
If they have caufidenco in their leaders they 
will face anythine without fear of death. If 
Admiral Ting led them they would prove 
themselves a splendid force. Some 
of tho Chinese oUicers, particularly 
those trained in America, aro bright tx- 
amplcB of everything th»t they should bo. 
Tho lack of spirit is a groat drawback to 
tho Chinoao troops. Regarding tho Chinese 
forts they aro well to tho front. 
Wei Hai, Woi ia impregnable, and 
no Japanese will daro approach it." 
Capt. Lang said that his opinions wore 
baHod upon tho condition of things in 
1890, when he loft Chiou. He feared 
that disciplino had become lax sinoo 
the Kuropean influonoo was withdrawn. 
" There is now,'' ho said " no high European 
ofiicor in tho navy although there ara ono or 
two Eoglish ofhcers at VVei-Hai-Wei. If 
thepowers allow a war a I'outrance Japan 
must eventually be utterly ornshod." 

LoNDo.v, Aug. 7- — The Standard main- 
tains that despite every excuse it is deduci- 
ble from later reports that there is nothing 
that exonerates Japan from the charge of 
brutality and borbiiriam towards tho Chi- 
nese. Xot long ago, it says, an incident 
like the Kow Shung iitl'skir would have im- 
mediately brought a British squadron to To- 
kio. Tho Standard proposes that Huisia 
and Kngland jointly demand that both Chi- 
na uud Japan withdraw their forces from 
Uorea forthwith and entrust tho govern- 

ent of the peninsula to an international 
conforeuco. "Failing this," tho Standard 
adds, " f/o muot anticipate a very onxious 
period, and no time should be lost in in- 
reusing tho British squadron in the far 

IViSt." 

I IWateutow.n, N. Y. Aug. 7.— Ex Sooie 
lary of Stato John W, Foster, who is so- 
journing at Fionderson harbor, near here, 
with hib family, and who has recently re- 
turned from China, Korea and Japan, 
speaking of tho degradation of Li Hung 
Chang implied in depriving him of the yel- 
low coat, said , " When I was in China IdSt, 
Li Hung Chung was the recognized ruling 
spirit of the Ctiineso government in all for- 
eign matters. It must have been a very 
great neglect to bring about as severe a 
measure as that reported in the papers. It 
probably indicates a change of personnel in 
tho administration of the Chinese empire. 
Ho ia past 70 years of ago and two or three 
years ago was in poor health. It may 
be that tho Chinese Emperor, enter- 
ing as he is upon a great foreign 
war, haa been reoommended by his 
oounoillors to pot the management of affairs 
in the hands of younger men, better adapted 
to bear fbe atratn of the great harden whioh 
is certain to rest upon them while the strug- 
gle oontinaes." Being asked if the loss of 
the yellow ooat is irroparabloi Gsnaral Fos- 
ter, nhose long, diplomatio services and 
familiarity with tho custom of foreign courts, 
aside from his service as Secretary of Stale, 
give tpaoiul weight to his opinions, said : 
" I think it signifies more than temporary 
displeasure. It is rather an indinution of 
loss of the confidence of the government in 
him as tho administrative head of ulfairs," 
W'AsniNfiTON', Aug. 7 — Advices received 
here from an autlitntic ICuropean source 
state that Kuaiiia la planning to grab ono of 
the most di-simblo ports of Korea and ea- 
tablloli a aovoreignty over it. Tho reason 
for III'.; .sIu'b move is her deairo for a south- 
ern port which will be open to commorco 
throughout the year. Tlioro ia absolutely 
no doubt that liogland ia watching every 
move of Ru8«ii and that both nations are 
making rapid preparations for war. The 
old time hostility betiveen the two nations 
is so well known that the news of an open 
rupture between the two countries would 
create but littlo ourpriae, althougli it ia not 
generally believed tnaC the present Korean 
trouble will involve any of the European 
powers. The abaenoe of reliable informa- 
tion, however, from the seat of war causes 
more uneaaiDetB in London and Sc. Peters- 
burg than la generally admitted, and it is 
within the realm of probability that Russia is 
seriously oontemplatiug showing her hand 
in the Korean embroglio - by aeiztng a 
Korean seaport. Suoh an overt sot would 
almost instantly precipitate a oonfllot that 
would probably embraoe the greater part of 
Europe. 

T.ioo.MA, Aug. 7.— Capt, \V. R, Bridg- 
muD, U S N , who has commanded the 
cruiser Baltimore for tlio lant two years, re- 
turned hero to-night on two montha' leave 
of obscnce, having h^ft the Baltimore at 
Chemulpo, Korea, ,luly 12. Ho regards the 
Oriental war as an unK|uaI contest, with the 
odds largely in favor ot Jupon, which, ho 
says, hue a splendid navy and an army as 
well organized as that of any European 
country. Japan, ho thinkp, is sure to win, 
unlosa China is given timo to make war prep- 
arations on a gigantic scale. In his opinion 
the Japanese Govornmont has bnen endeav- 
oring to forco a wor in order to distract at- 
tention from internal political dinsonsions, 

CoNNKi,L.svii,i.K| Pa,, Aug. 7. — Valentine 
Nowaokie, the leader of the foreign cokn 
strikers, proposes to make an offer to the 
Japanese government to fnrnish 5,000 sol 
diera in their war against China. The Slavs 
have been trying to find a plaoe to go to, 
and will leave the coke region. Kowackic 
will confer ab onoo with tho Japanese lega- 
tion in \V«shington city.

Tho Semite 3111 Transmitted to Congress— 
Kxportiition of Undcslratilo Citizens. 

VVASHiNaTON, Aug. 7. — The anti-anar- 
ohiat bill paaaed by the aeaate to>day was 
sent to oongresa with a favorable reoom- 
mendatlon by Sooretary Carlisle, and was a 
substitute for the Stone bill, passed by the 
house, The first seotion provides that no 
alien anarohiab ahali be permitted to lati^ at 
any port in the United States, but thia pro- 
vision shall not be ao construed as to exclude 
politioal refugees. The bill provides for 
hearings in the ciees of the landing of re- 
ported anarchists, and, in case the charges 
be proved, tho secretary is authorized to 
send tho accused back to tho country from 
whence he camo. 

The bill also provides for tho exportation 
of any unnaturalized l>oroign-born person, 
who. upon trial in any court, shall appear 
to the judge to be an anarchist. It also 
provides a system of inspection of other 
immigrants, by authorl7,;ng tho Secretary of 
tho Treasury to appoint at such ports as he 
may deem neooEsary an immigrant inspect- 
or, whoao duty it shall be to inspect passen- 
gers embarking for tho United States and to 
eraso from tho manifest tho name of any im- 
migrant who he is satisfied should not be 
permitted to land in this country, ond ho is 
also to forbid any person belonging to the 
excluded olaasoa to travel in tho Qrat or 
second cabin or in any part of tho vessel. 
Ho ia also to give information ua to any 
auspectod peroons, and to admonish tho 
master of tho vessel of tho character of any 
immigrant, if objeotionablo, and tho muster 
ia to bo required to pay a penalty of SlOO in 
oaso he transports such a person after re- 
ceiving the warning. It provides that the 
fact that an immigrant may have given no- 
tice of intention to become a citizen shall 
not constitute a bar to proceedings against 
him.

The Czar's Unagliler Married. 

St. Peteiisiiurc, Aug. 7. — Grand Duchesa 
Xenia, daughter of the Czar, waa married 
yesterday to Grand Duke Alexander 
Miohaeloyitoh in the Imperial palace at 
Peterhof, The ceremony was a brilliant 
one. The metropol tan pallaidus officiated. 
Tho bride and bridegroom were led by the 
C/.ar to their places on the platform in the 
centre of tho chapel. The bride wore a 
acarlot mantle, lined with ermine, over her 
bridal dresB. A salute of 100 guns was fired 
at tho conclusion of the ceremony and 
groat enthusiasm was displayed by the 
great crowds that had gathered outside the 
palaoe. Among the guests were the Queen 
of Greece, fhe Crown Prince of Denmark, 
tho Princess of \S'ale8 and her daughters, 
tho Russian ministers and the foreign diplo- 
matists. There was a wedding banquet in 
the evening, followed by a concert and fire- 
works. 

Kvlcled Tenants RIII PaD<ie<I; 

London, Aug, 7. — A meeting of Liberal- 
Unionist leaders to-day, to discuss Mr, 
Bttsaell'a propoaed amendment to the evict- 
ed tenants bill, was without definite result. 

The efforts to bring about a compromise 
were vainly renewed prior to and during 
tho debate of the bill in tho House of Com- 
mons thia evening. Tho Tory Landlord 
membera declared that no compromise 
would overcome their objections to the bill. 
Eventually the bill passed the third reading 
by a vote of 199 to 1G7.

The day cannot be far distaiit when 
tho Dominion govorumeut will havo to as- 
sert its authority in these unorgonizjd tor- 
riloriea.

NEWFOUNDLAND POLITICS- 

The Iflnorlty Government Pass a Bill Legal- 
izing Their Collection of 
Be venue. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Aug. 7.— Premier 
Goodridgo's government was nearly wrecked 
to-day by the bill indemnifying the Gov- 
ernor for tlio illegal collection of revenues 
during the past two months, which was 
taken up by tho legislature for 
consideration and passage. The Wbitewayitea 
made a combine with the mugwumps, ob- 
tained a majority of ono over the govern- 
ment and refused to psss the bill unless a 
dissolution of parliament waa i:;rantcd, 
thus rendering all disqualified members 
of tho legislature eligible to again conteat 
for their seats in parliament. The govern- 
ment obtained a tomponiry adjournment 
and communicated witli an absent council- 
lor, who replied by tendt-riiij; \\U resig- 
nation to take tfToct upm ihe receipt 
of tho iTiesauge. '.I'he government at once 
appointed Mr. Fenelou, formerly colonial 
secretary, to fill tlie vacancy, and a member 
was secured out of tho houro notwithstand- 
ing tho foot that tho member's frienda at 
firat pereuaded him not to vote. A 
diviaion was then forced by the government, 
and the bill was carried through all its 
alagea by a majority of ono. The govern- 
ment will uaBent to tho passage of tho 
njeasure to-morro'.v, and one of the ablest 
moves in securing tho paasago of a bill yet 
recorded hero will ba consummated. 



THE SEALERS' CLAIMS. 

Uomiiensation for .Soizures to lie Determined 
by a .lolut Intcrnutioual CoiuiiiiasioD. 

Wasiiincton City, Aug. 7.— Some timo 
since Secretary Gresham submitted to the 
senate committee on foreign lelationa a pra- 
position to settle the damage to Canadian 
sealers which were seized by the United 
States vessels previous to tho Paris arbitra- 
tion. The amctint of damage will hive to 
be uoertainedi and the qneation involved ia 
the manner in which thU ia to be aeoom* 
plished. It ia probable that a board wiU be 
created \khioh will be oompoaed of oommit- 
sionera of both the United States and Great . 
Bribaini altliongh it ia probable that certuin 
ofBoIals already in the diplomalio service of 
both oountriea will be deaignated to act. 
Each person claiming damagea by reaaon of 
seizure will be allowed to present hia olaint 
and submit evidence in support of it. The 
United States government, through tho de- 
partment of justice, will lay beforo tho 
board any evidence tending to show tho de- 
fects of the claims, and take such atcpa as 
ora necessary to prevent fraudulent claims 
from being asaeBsed ogainst tho government. 
It ia expected that tho senate committee 
will report tho details of the proposition of 
aettlemi ut, and it in probable it will be 
adopted before tho ond of tho aeesion.

Tbe bones of tbe foot were 
terribly ornsbed and it is feared amputation 
will be necessary. 

There was no lack of tiih at any of the 
canneries this morning. tTho boats 
all brought in heavy catches, the 
average for tho whole fleet being fully 
200 salmon to the not, Three boats work- 
ing for the Western Fisheries Co. delivered 
1192 fish, an average of close on 400 each. 
Tbe fisb onme in so plentifully that several 
of the canneries bad to refuse to aooept all 
offered. Tbe receipts at the various can- 
neries ranged from 10,000 to3£,000, tbe latter 
being the number received by £«en & Co. 
There was no falling o£E in tbe run during 
the day, over 100 salmon to the drift being 
quite common this afternoon. Down the 
river caoners bad a meeting at Stoveaton 
yesterday afternoon to discuss tbe price to 
be paid for salmon, While fish were aoirce, 
tigurcfl ranging from 15 to 25 cents each were 
paid for Bockoyea, but now that the run is ao 
large the packers have decided that the 
price moat come do«'u. It waa aottloci that 
eight cents per fiah should bo paid while tho 
run lasts. Only about two-tbirds of the 
canners are in this arrangement,

Since tho diaastrous fire, which occurred 
in this city last May, fire insurance policies 
have been cancelled in all direetions, and 
to-day quite a number of buaineaa men aro 
noable to secure anything like reasonable 
prorrotion for their stocks. This oondition 
of affairs is a very serious one and is caua- 
iaz a great deal of anxiety to those directly 
affected. The trouble is that no one knows 
what to do to improve matters. The in- 
surance companies refuse tbe risks even at 
the exorbitant ratea now in force, and the 
onfortnnate basiaess men do not know 
where to turn for assistance. Many are of 
the opinion that a paid fire department, 
with an improved water eyatem, would tend 
to restore confidence on the part of tho in- 
surance companiea and, at the same time, 
be the means of lowering the rales. In or- 
der that this Bubject may bo properly dis- 
caased and action taken, it is probablo that 
a public meeting will bo held shortly, when 
the case for tho buainosa men will bo fully 
gone into and tho inaurunco agonta given an 
opportunity of expreasing their views.

The Reco group, oonsistiog of tbe Reco, 

Tcxaa, New Denver, Clifton, and ICphrani, 
1,.")()0 foot equiro claim h, located on tho 
southwest slope of li'ico mountain, in Slocau 
district, and three niiloa by trail from Car- 
penter creek at the mouth of Cody, aro 
again coining to tho front as producers.

The breast of the former is 117 feet below 
the surface, and the latter 326 feet. Be- 
aidea the unbroken ore in tbe alopea there 
are 1,000 tons of carbonates on the dump 
whioh will average 75 ounoos silver and 
considerable galena. Tho Koco has, con- 
sldoring its grade, evidently the finest sur- 
faoo showing of any mine in Slooan.

When 
first proapectod it yielded rook al- 
most exactly similar to the Trail 
gold ore, but more work has now been done 
and it shows a nine foot vein of tho most 
brilliant peacock (Silver King) ore, with 
slight ahowinpa of tho Trail ore. It makes 
a very beautiful epeoimou, but tho last 
samples have not yot boon assayed. 

Mr. Litchfield has carefully prospected 
his placer ground at tho mouth of tho 
Salmon and is so well satisfied that ho goes 
to-day to Spokane to buy pumping ma- 
chinery. 

The many fine prospects, both quartz and 
placer, near Sheep creek are at present only 
acceaaible after severe labor, and a road 
from Salmon siding on tho N. it F. S. roil- 
road would be a most acceptable boon.

The News-Letter seenis to 
have viewed the future dearly. Vancouver 
has Ijecome a competitor and a vigorous ono.

RUSSIA TO THE FiiONT. 

The I'rcBi'nt Trouble In tlio Orient Jliiy Km- 
l)ruc(^ Every (ireiit Power. 

(From tho S=in Francisco Chronicle ) 
Dispatchea from St. Petersburg aay that 
the Kusaian nowspapere are unanimous in 
doolaiug thaf, whatever tho reaulta may be 
between Japan and China, Russia will noc 
tolerate any diminution of Korean territory 
or uliouation of Korean indopondenoe upon 
the part of Great Britain or any other 
power, if auoh interference endangers Ras* 
siau intercata. 

Ruosiau intoreats ! What are they, or 
how do they concern Korea? That un- 
happy country has long been a debatable 
land as between China and Japan, but wo 
havo never been informed until now that 
Ruania had or claimed any more interest in 
Korea than the United States has or claims 
in, let us say, Madagascar. It baa been an 
open secret that Russia hau desired to secure 
the ooutrol of a winter port on the western 
sboro of the Paciiio, and, possibly, an avail- 
able terminal port for her Siberian railway, 
bat until now she has not shown her hand 
openly, nor claimed to have any interest in 
the fate of Korea. 

Up to the present time it has not appeared 
that Great Britain has any interest in the 
result of the contest between Japan and 
China over Korea. Of course England wants 
to preserve her prestige in tho Orient, and to 
iofluenoo China from HongkoDg', ua she baa 
done herotoforo, but beyond that there have 
been no signa that she baa desired to inter- 
fere with tho independence of Korea or to 
diminish the territory of the "sick man of 
the Orient," 

If tile attitude of Russia be meant aa a 
challenge to Great Britain, the chuncca are 
that the gauntlet will be taken up, cBpecIally 
if Russia intends to use the present dllhuully 
as a starting point for a war which shall in- 
volve tho possession and control of India. It 
ia not wise to attempt tho role of prophet 
without something corresponding to inspira- 
tion, but it ia not diflicult to foresto that if 
Russia shall intervene by force und arms in 
the present trouble between t'hina and 
Japan, her action may be the signal for a 
war in Europe which, before it is ended, 
may embrace every great power and turn 
the civilized world upside down. 

A NOVEL WEAPON. 

iDgenlonsly Contrived Bapid FIrlne 6nn^ 
Very Simply Operated. 

VVAsnisaTON, Aug. 6 —The Board of 
Naval Officers, of which Commander Sperry 
is tho senior member, has before it a novelty 
in tho way of o rapid-firing gun. The in. 
venter is an American nurncd Robertson. 
The weapon is ingonioua in many reopeotf, 
and diirers from others now undergoing 
trial iu many essential details of inechauism. 
It has two barrels, each of which is 
inches long, and ia chambered for tho ..'JO- 
oalibre oartridcea adopted liy tho army for 
email arma. Tho barrela have a spread of 
one-sixteenth of an inch to givoadopria- 
sion of 18 inches at a aiatanco of 1200 yards. 
The mechanism ia so arranged that the bar- 
rels can be fired together or singly. Using 
both barrels, the rate of discharge is about 
400 to .'500 shots a minute. 'The gun is 
operated by a crank at the side of tho 
breech. To dischargo the old sheila the 
barrels move forword slightly, making an 
opening through which the empty cart- 
ridges fall. In thia respeot the gun ia do- 
oidedly novel, as the birrels and breech 
mechanism in other weapons are strongly 
secured together. While working tho bar- 
rela move forward and backward, apringa 
throwing out the' empty cases and putting 
in place charged sheila. It rcquirea only 
two men to work the gun, which woigba 
about 25 pounds. The weapon has many 
other novel features which have attracted 
the attention of ordnance experts.

" SALMON LEGISLATION. 

Mr. Samuel Wilmot came to this coast to 
inquire into the Frasor River fiahory regu- 
lations and to ascertain in what way the 
views and tho interests of the B. C. salmon 
canneriea could best be met and protected. 
Bat his yiut was a most uniatisfaetory one ; 
its was remarkable for its shortness and for 
t'^a disiaolination which h.o manifested to 
git at the bottom facts or rather to hear 
what the paoplo most directly concerned 
hdd to demand or to suggest. la fact tho 
main outcome of his excursion was that bo 
and the Department, tbroagh him, insisted 
on the continuance of the regulations, 
againat which tho entire interest had pro- 
tcated, bud tho obnoxiouG ofTdl provisions 
still remain in full force and vigor. In 
fict, as has been announced in these 
columns, a prominent canner has been 
fined for ignoring them, his proteab being 
in this way formally enreglstered. More- 
over, although the authorities have pro- 
fessed eiich extreme anxiety to promote the 
intoresSs of the salmon industry, whose re- 
quirements Mr. Wihnot and his chief pro- 
fess to understand better than anyone else, 
nothing appears to have been done either 
by the Dominion authorities or the 
Home Government in regard to bring- 
ing about an understanding with 
the United States on the subject of tho can- 
neries at Point Roberts, at the entrance to 
the Fraaer rivor, where the most destructive 
appliances are in constant use, and neither 
United States nor Cdnadian fishing regula- 
tions are in force. 

As a matter of course only United States 
law can apply, but it will be remembered 
tha'. Oiirly in tho last soaaion of tho Proviu- 
ciikl Pailiamont of British Culunibia a me- 
morial was adopted drawing attention to 
this Bubjeob and suggesting the acquisition 
by an arrangement between the Mother 
Coantry and the United States of the small 
strip of territory referrod to, and which 
from the point of viov,' of location nioru lit 
tingly belongs to tho Province of British 
Colambia than to the State of Washington. 
On this lubjeot it does not seem 
aa if anything had yet been 
done, and the traps and other 
engines of destruction that have done such 
deadly worlt on tho Columbia, now that 
that rivor has been so seriously depleted, 
have >beeB brought to mora - north 
erly waters and run to their full 
oapaolty-— leventeen of them being 
operated within the waters adjacent to 
Point Roberts. There is a strong demand 
for the abolition of traps and fiah whoela on 
tho rivers of Oregon and the adjoining 
States, all the political platforms making 
the subject a prominent one. It ia postibly 
because it is believed that a prohibitory law 
will be passed that so much work It now be- 
ing done on tho shore adjoining Point 
Roberts. 

Tho United Statoa Fiahory Conimiaaion 
appears to be fully alive to tho reciiiiroinunta 
of the situation, and os for the party aspect 
of tho ease it Is euggested tbat in mos^ pases 
it will be a measure of political wisdom to 
vote for tho poor man's net ogaiiiat the rioh 
man's wheel ; thf abolition of which much- 
denounood appliancss will, It is urged, les- 
aen by » ojnstderabie.amoQnt the nnmber of 



salmon caught and help the industry even- 
tually by so much. Outside the abolition of 
traps it is demanded that the States of 
Washington and Oregon shall provide 
protootion for artificial propagation and 
safeguards for natural propagation. The 
season must, it ia held, be shortened, and, 
says the Portland Oregonian, a fishing sea- 
son lasting only thrbtigh the' mbnths of June 
and July is really just about what the salmon 
industry needs. It thinks that probably 
the first of August for closing can be agreed 
upon, and perhaps no later date for qpeniog 
than May 16.' There is, it is admitted, oon- 
siderable objection to an open sbbsob in the 
Fall, but it is thought prematnro to hint at 
what may possibly be aooomplished in this 
direction. 



PROHIIUTION IN MANITOBA. 

Mr, \\. R. Mulock, Q C., in a recent in- 
terview in the city of Winnipeg announced 
tttatit had been definitely decided to form a 
Prohibition party, e^nd that the constitution 
would be Issued in a few days. He declared 
that tho administration of the liquor law by 
all parties had so disgusted !:ho temporanco 
people that they were determined to bring 
out their candidates in both the Dominion 
and Provlnoial elections, but that men who 
favored prohibition would probably receive 
the votes of prohibitionists, but not the en- 
dorsation of the party — tho only candidates 
receiving its support as a body being thoao 
who are willing to declare that prohibition is 
the paramount plank in their platform. Ho 
averred that both parties aro in exactly the 
samo position, except that in each houso 
the party in power ia tho rosponaible ono. 
Mr. Mulock assured his intnryiowor that tho 
prohibition party would make it lively for 
both parties in the near future. 

What with the school question, prohibi- 
tion and a number of other topics, politics 
will be getting warm in the Prairie Prov- 
ince before long. Mr. Mulock thus sum- 
marized the situation : " In tho Dominion 
houso a colorless resolution on the question 
of prohibition was shelved on the promise 
that the report of tho Royal Prohibition 
Commission would be brought down. In 
the local house so little interest was taken 
in the matter that the house was never told 
whether the memorial ever reached Ottawa 
or not." 



THE POLICY OF PROTECTION. 

In the opinion of the Montreal Gazette 
and, indeed, of other newspapers and indi 
vidnals, the Liberal Opposition at Ottawa 
are building great expectations on the fact 
that in revising; the tariff the Glovemment 
did not eliminate the protection principle 
and adopt tho free traders' policy. It goes 
on to say that the Conservative Government 
In the late readjaatment and reduction of 
duties had no mandate to do otherwise than 
maintain the protective principle of the 
tariff. They and their supporters were 
elected as protectionists and, we may add, 
that all they started to do was to 
readjust the tariff and lop off 
the mouldering branches. Their man- 
date as given in 1878, briefly sum- 
marized, was to establish and uphold a sys- 
tem of duties which, while It brought Into 
tho treasury a sufficient revenue to provide 
for tho needs of tho country, would, oleo, 
by maintaining the home market for home 
induatries, increase internal commerce, give 
enlarged opportunities for the employment 
of capital and labor, and so add to the 
earniog oapsoity and comfort of the com- 
munity. 

This policy was endorsed in ISS'J and re- 
endorsed in 1887 and 1891, the protective 
Government majority having risen from a 
doubtful twenty-five to almost sixty, recent 
by-eleotions having further inonased this 
majority. Both Canada and the United 
States have been revising their tarlQs, but 
while in tho United States the 
avowed intention was to mako sweeping 
changes as the polioy of a party which had 
just attained power mainly upon the tariff 
issue, in Canada the sole object was to make 
such alterations as the changed conditions 
of growing industries might warrant. 

The result has been that while in Canada 
wo have had comparatively tmooth sailing, 
in tho United States they havo had a de- 
pression and business demoralization which 
have been almost unparallelled. During 
twelve months the U. S. import trade foil 
off by S'311,0CO,OOO ; ond railway systems, 
with a capitalizotion of 517i>,0()(),0OO, and 
controlling iJO.UUO miles of track went 
into bankruptcy in 187.'!, while during the 
last six months twonty-threo compaoios 
owning three thousand miles of road and 
capitalized at §260,000,000 went into tho 
hands of receivers. Over a hundred and 
fifty banks siiapended payment during 189U. 
and tho natioiiial revenue foil S71 ,.'500,000 
short of the cxponditiiro. 

Oa tho other hand, Canada, though suffer- 
ing through sympathy with the oonditlons 
on the other side the line and elsewhere, 
has had no aorious diiruulties and'has, as wo 
all know, hud comparatively smooth sailing, 
and yot tho Opposition party aro, as wo 
have aaid, building up their hopea of suc- 
cosa on the faot that the Government did 
not in its system of tariff revision adopt the 
policy of the freetraders. 

But if wo look a little further we find 
that in Free Trade Great Britain, the 
frienda of protection are inoroasing, par- 
ticularly among tho agriculturists, A 
Royal Commission mainly oompoaod of 
Free Traders, reported in this sense, whilo 
pressure is being brought to bear upon tho 
Imperial Government to allow the India 
authorities to impose a (protective' duty on 
manufactured cotton, On July 20 last, 
Lord Lansdowno, himself a Froo Trader, 
in the British House of Lords, asked 
whether the Government intended to pernist 
in their refusal to permit tho Government of 
India to extend the tariff of 1894 to certain 
goods. The London Times, we may remark, 
a few days previously ;poke in the , same 
sense. Dlsousslng the faulty condition of 



Indian finance, it said : " It is only by an 
increase of income' that tho faulty balance 
can be set right. There are means ready to 
hand by which this increase can bo obtained. 
The imposition of a customs duty on itnport- 
ed cotton goods is the first and most obvious 
of them all. To raise other import duties 
and tg,Ieaye ootton untaxed would olearly be 
an imprabtiOable course." 

The subject has also been vigorously dis- 
cussed by tho native papers of India among 
which tho Pioneer while despairing of r iVaot- 
ivo help from merely financial measures 
urged that redress for political injustice 
" be still pressed for with passionate deter- 
mination." It further says : *' In connec- 
tion with tho tnoidenco of taxation, tho 
freedom of Manchester cotton goods remains 
even a greater insult than an iojury to this 
country." 

■ POLITICS IN QUEBEC. 

There would seem to be oonslderablo dif- 
ficulty in the way of oarrylng out the cab- 
inet changes recently annonnoed as in con- 
templation in tho Province of Quebec. In 
fact, ono dispatch positively announced that 
Hon, John S. Hall hud been elevated to tho 
Bench as a puisne judge to fill the vacunoy 
created by the death of Judge Johnson, who 
also occupied the position of Chief Justice 
of the province. The proposition had 
boon to replace Mr. Hall in tho 
position of Provincial Treasurer by Hon. 
L. P. Polletier, a French Canadian lawyer. 
This appointment, besides being distasteful 
to tho English speaking element on account 
of tho porsonality of Mr. Pelletier, would 
havo boon additioually otijootionablo from 
tho fact that it would have left tho Qoglisb 
speaking element in tho Province entirely 
unrepresented in the cabinet. 

Speaking of this ohange, the Montreal 
Star refers to the faot that until lately the 
English element has had two representa- 
tives in the cabinet with portfolios, for 
many years the treasurcrship having been 
an English oppointmont, " a graceful 
recognition of the large share of 
the English contribution to the pro- 
vincial revenue and the election fund." 
The present Government, it goes on 
to say, gave Mr. Hall tho Treasury port- 
folio and allowed Mr. Mcintosh to call him- 
self " Honorable " but without portfolio and 
without responsibilities and without salary 
Now it says it is coolly proposed to make 
Mr. Pelletier Provincial Treasurer and to 
placito tho English speaking element for 
the entiro wiping out of their ropresenta 
tion in tho cabinet by allowing Mr. Morris 
to oill hiniaolf " Honorable." This it can 
not regard as"suQicientcompensation for the 
entire extinction of the Eoglish element in 
the Government in this province." It adds 
that " if the time has come when the Pro 
vincial Treasurer must be a French Canu 
dian, we think the taxpayers, both French 
and Eoglish, would prefer almost any 
French-Canadian to Mr. Polletier, late of 
tho Miircier administration." 

The Government, it would appear, wac 
not indisposed to let Mr. Hall out, could It 
have done so, he hiving fathered the pro- 
vincial t»x bill— a very unpopular measure 
— but ono that had been rendered necessary 
by tho manner in which preceding Govern- 
ments — that of Mr. Meroitr parliuularly — 
had played ducks and drakes with the pro- 
vincial lloancest It was specially unpopular 
with the Eoglish-speaklD^ element, upon 
whom it bore hardly — many of them said 
unjustly — its incidence upon them being 
more heavy proportionately than upon tho 
other portion of tho population. Revenue 
required to be raised, and Mr. Hall looked 
to that part of the population which 
was best able to pay taxes and from which 
they could be more readily collected. In 
fact, it was especially severe upon the town 
population, tho inhabitants of tho rural dis- 
tricts coming out, comparatively speaking, 
sect free. But it has been well said that Mr. 
Hall was not so much to blame for the faults 
of the bill. It Was probably as good a 
scheme aa be could reasonably hope to get 
through the House.

Committee Disagree aud Teu- 
(lers Again Called l<"oi'. 



Motion Passed to Eecoid Names on 
Votes Wlien Two Directors 
Demand It. 



There wero a nun)ber of important mat- 
ters up for consideration at the Jubilee 
hospital board meeting last nieht that pro- 
voked oonaiderable diaoussion. The preai- 
dent, Mr, Joahua Daviea, was in tho chair, 
tho othor mombera proaeul being Meaara. 
F. B. Pemberton, A. Wilaou, J. S. Yatoa, 
J. L. Crimp, G. H, Brown, John Rraden, 
W. M. Ohndley, Ohas. H yward, I. Braver- 
man, W. H. Ellis, H.- Dallas Helmoken and 
the aeorotory, Mr. HI M. Yutea. 

Toe matron's report waa read, mentioning 
aoveral requirements and acknowledging 
donations aa follows ; A blanket, from the 
King's D.iughtera ; booka aud paper, King'a 
Daughters ; flowers, Mrs. Vornou ; ilowors, 
Mrs, Gillespie ; flowers, Mrs. Jas. Ander- 
son ; magazines, Badminton Club ; cherrioa. 
Rev, Canon Paddon, Tho report waa re- 
ceived, and the donors thanked, 

Tho steward asked for four weeks' holi 
days and in his usual monthly report ac- 
knowledged the following donations : Rhu- 
barb, Mr, Elford ; vegetables, Mr. Joshua 
Daviea ; chicken feed, Messrs, Hall Boss & 
Co. Tho report noticed that there were 
GOO lbs. of preserves put up by -the matron, 
Miaa Macmillan. The steward's request for 
a holiday was referred to the committee for 
the month, and the donatious were aeknow 
ledged with thanks. 

Mr. Hayward who with Mr. Wilson 
formed tho committee to award tho contract 
frr vegotables, stated that ho and hia col- 
league could not agree upon tho subject. 
With tho exception of potatoes, Mr. Hay- 
ward explained, tho offers of Campbell it 
Fraaer and Ah Mee wore nearly even. Ho waa 
in favor of dividing up tho conLraot, as he 
believed, though tho Chinaman's tender was 
a few dollars leas for vcgetablce, that it was 
preferable to buy vegetables raised by 
white mun if possible for the hospital. Mr. 
Fraaor waa quite willing to take the vege- 
tablea without thopotatoea. 

Mr. Wilaon, tho othor member of the com- 
mittee, held that tho Chii.aman, being tho 
loweat tenderer, should havn tho whole con- 
tract. Meaara. Krskine & Wall, other ton- 
derera, he pointed out, could supply potatoes 
at a favorable price. 

Mr. Braden supported Mr. Hayward, and 
maintained that from the well known 
methods used by Chinese gardeners in oul* 
tivating, the vegetables raised by them were 
very objectionable. 

Mr. Brown quite agreed with Mr. Braden, 
while Mr. Yates sided with Mr, Wilaon, 

The chairman, having figured the matter 
out, pointed out that, leaving out potatoes, 
the white men's tender was some $12 higher 
than the Chinaman's, for the year. 

Mr. Yates, seconded by Mr. Wilson, 
moved that |n tbe depleted.state of the hos- 
pital funds the vegetable oonttaot be given 
to Ah Mee, the lowest tenderer. 

Mr, Ellis would in bit own house pur- 
chase white men's vegetables every time, 
and ho believed this should be followed in 
getting tho vegetables for tho hospital. 
Hveiyono knew how Chinosn vegetables 
were raised, and there was no comparison 
between them and vegotablca grown by 
white men. In buying it waa good economy 
te cons^ider (|uality as well aa price. He 
moved in umondmnnt to give tho contract 
for vegetables to Campbell & Franer and 
that for tho potatoes to Frskine & Wall. 

Mr. Wilaon aomewhat heatedly said that 
had ho ahown one tenderer tho prices put in 
by a rival ho would consider himself un- 
worthy to be canflidored a white man. 

Mr. ILiyward denied that he had done 
unythirg cf iho kind.

AN OPEN VERDICT 



Eeturned in tlie Case of George 
TbompsoD, FtfuDd Drowued 
Yesterday. 



Evidence Conflicting; as to Whether it 
Was Selt-Destrnction or 
Accident. 



A coroner's jury of which Mr. H. L. SjlI- 
mon was foreman, were engaged for aoveral 
hours yeatorday evening iu iuvestigaiing the 
circumstances attending the death of George 
Thompaon, a well to do resident and one bf 
tho earliest of the early settlers, whose body 
waa found floating ir the harbor shortly after 
(i o'clock in the morning- The evidence was 
decidedly contradictory in material points, 
and for this an open verdict waa returned, 
though the general opinion held is that the 
deceased threw himself from the wharf in a 
moment of suicidal madneaa induced by de- 
spondency and by meditation apon the sad 
termination of the life of hia friend George 
Fairbrother and the attempt 6f another 
friend, A. J, Rswbotham, at self-destruc- 
tion. 

Though ho had made frequent complaints 
lately that hia buaineaa alf^ira wero going 
wrong, Mr. Thompson had no occasion to 
worry in thia rrgird, as .'le was the owner of 
occupied property, in Viotoria also, to tho 
value of S:!5,000 or 540,000, the rental of 
which plui;;d hira in posaesoion of a substan- 
tial income. Naturally a man of businosB, 
the deceased was, however, not satisfied to 
apond hia deoliaicg yoara at hie oaso, and as 
he had long experience in the saloon busi- 
ness, ho recently purchased tho Ship Inn, 
on Wharf atrect, from R. J. Fergueon, and 
took poBBoaaion on Monday week. Tho 
trade which ho had antii ipated did not 
come to him, and for the past few daya he 
had been complaining of having made a bad 
bargain. 

In f jnveraation with Mr. Ferguson on 
Monday last ho introduced the subjjot, say- 
ing that he had no one to blame tut him- 
aelf, and that " there was only one way our 
of it now. 

Very little was thought of the remark at 
the time, but it la now recalled aa showing 
that aelf-destr«otion was' not' unpremedi- 
tatod, I£ is also said that in discnisicg tho 
death of George Fairbrother and the more 
recent shooting of A, J. Bowbothain, he 
exprcasod himself »s in no way aurpriaed, 
adding that a maa'a life waa his own, and if 
ho eaw fit to end it he alone was responsible. 

On tho other hand, there ia ovidonoo that 
at certain hours of Jlooday, at least, tho de- 
ceased waa cheerful and even in high apirits. 
lie had paid a visit to the Royal Arthur 
that day and, in company with hiej friend 
William Harria, had been most hoapitably 
entertained, a oiroumatance of which be 
epoko to several on returning to tho city. 
Ho had also expressed confidence in busineaa 
" picking up," nud remarked in talking 
of tho commercial outlook last Saturday 
that " things " arn never so bad that they 
couldn't bo a good deal worse. It ia in con- 
sideration of these facts, and also of hia ill 
health— for ho was not free from tho ilia 
which a man of over seventy may look for— 
that not a few incline to the theory of acci- 
dental drowning. 

Certain it is that the cause uf death waa 
diowning, the testimony of Dr. Lang eatab- 
liahes this, and that the drowning occurred 
shortly after six o'clock yesterday morning. 
'I'he body when discovered by the mate and 
ono of the paf.sengers on the Joan, was yet 
warm, and evidence was offered at the in- 
qucBl of his leaving home at about 6, pre- 
aumably to go down to the saloon as was his 
custom. 

Thn dcccaBod was a native of England and 
upwarda of 70 ycura of ago. Ho loavi.s no 
nearer rolalivcB in thia city than a brother 
anil a nicco, tho latter the wife of Captain 
Roberto of the City of Ivingaton. Tho fun- 
eral will take plac.i prol)ably to-morrow, tho 
Masonic order of which the deceased was a 
member, directing tho arraugomenta.

A Volenuo for Sale, 
Mexico CiTV, Mex,, Aug, 7 — President 
Diaz has named a oommtsaion of leading 
Mexican scientiBo gsotlemcn to make a com 
plete survey of the famous volcano of Popo 
citepetl. The commission will report for 
the Government the present state of the fires 
in the crater, the general formation of the 
volcano and other interesting acientitic data. 
A company of Philadelpliia capitalists has 
been given an option on the volcmo for tho 
sum ol 5500,000 by General Sanchez Ochoa, 
tho owner of tho aulphur mine in tho crater, 
but the sale Is pendini; awaiting the formal 
periniesion of the Mexican Government to 
the transfer. Tho (Jovernment does not 
want to lose control of one of the moat inter- 
esting of Me.xico'a phenomena, and wants to 
know just what are the plana of the [or 
eigncrs w ho uro trying to obtain control of 
the Bnioking mountain. The plan of tho 
Philadelphia syndicate is to build a railroad, 
for tourist and freiglit trudio from Ameca- 
mec:;, on the Interoceanic Kvilroad, to the 
crater of the volcano. Thu sulphur mines 
in the quiet portion of tho crater will then 
be opened up, a largo force of workmen put 
ia and the sulphur shipped to the United 
States. The line will also open up the great 
snow and ice fields lying above the timber 
line, easily patting their prodaot into the 
i:e markets of this city. 

Bain HaklDK. 

Tkenton, Mo., Aug, 6. — The citlz)ns of 
Grundy County, having raised fTUO and 
purchased the rain-making secret of Jewell, 
the Kansas rain maker, are preparing to 
malce a flood. A. Chapmin, a reliable 
citizeQ Qf Trenton, ha; been in Kansas with 
Jewell and leained how to operate the 
chemicals for S700. Material to laat ten 
days waa furnished bcaidea the secret. 
S.jine time ago rain-making experiments 
Were begun in South Dakota under the 
direction of two oitizsne who had obtained 
-Jewell's chemical formula and received in- 
Btructions in its use. Ono ton of chemicala 
v>ii9 consumed, and ono of tho heaviest 
raiua of the summer was produced. It ex- 
te uird over an area twenty milea Rc|u'ii-e in 
all directions from tho experiment etatiou, 
and in localities aa much as inches of 
water fell. Jewell guaranteed rain in ten 
days, and he mieued it just fifty hours. The 
rain saves late corn and iusured a large crop 
of hay. The cost was $500. 

The Tarlir M restleni. 
Washinoton, Aug, 7,— Senator Gorman 
in an interview says the hpnse conferees on 
the tariff bill have just forty-eight hours to 
agree. If an agreement is not reached then, 
he says the Senate will break off further 
negotiations and put sugar on the free list. 
He declares that the bounty on sugar which 
the Liaisisna aena'ors want, will not bo 
ooDtinaed this year. Rather than do this, 
sugar will be placed on the free list, ancl 
this, ho adds, will bo a loss of twenty mi 
Hons revenue annually. He declares the 
President and the Senate conferees want 
sugar taxed.

riio Swoeiilns ' UlaAtlo Toiwh — Hoir ami 
When to Correet 3IlNtiikcs. 

There aro two extreme types of hand 
possessed by those wlio asjiiro to jilay 
the piano — first, hands stubborn, close 
wohhed, chubby; second, hands loose 
jointed, dangling, flaccid. It is not al- 
ways an advantage to have tho hands 
excei'diiigly loose. Uclwi-i'ii these two 
extremes there aro a hundred intermedi- 
ate grades. A writer in The Ktndo .says: 
What wo learu to do in iilaying the 
piano is to produce attitudes, nieasure- 
meiits and motions, and in the highly 
comiilex automatic powt^r which we de- 
velop it is imjierative to olVs.'t eoiitrast- 
i-d exercises against each other. Tims 1 
think it usually advisablo to loarn tho 
sweeping elastic touch at the same 
timo as tho quiet hammer touch. 

In reply to the qu(-ry, "Is it best to 
cm-riM't immediately wluin a mistalce h 
made':'" the same authority replies 
That deiiends upon the importance of 
the mistake. If it comes from careless 
m-s.s, hy all moans stop, and if necessary 
10 times or 100 times, and do not allow 
the pupil to go ono notch boyond that 
tone till it can bi^ done correctly, for 
nearly all the mistakes that even great 
people make arise from insullicicnt at- 
tention to that particular point. I have 
Iniowu many a pianist who blundered 
at easy jilaces, but played tho diflicult 
passages with faultless precision, sim- 
ply because the mental illumination 
which produced (lu! musical jihotogi'aph 
had not been eipially dis(rihu(ed. Fight 
the mistake as tho butter maker tiglits 
whey — drain it, squeeze it, draw it out 
in every way and givo us a pure golden 
color. Kow, on the other hand, it may 
eliam-e that yoiir])iipil is const i tut ional- 
ly nervous and excitable; that tho nerves 
.-.re not strong enough to carry the shock 
of electricity which tlie mind sends out, 
and consequently the haiiils tremble, 
and the lingers (ly in(o the lunghhni-heod 
of tlu! keys, but aro nearly alv.r.ys a 
little awry. 

In tliat ease you will generally ag- 
gravate the troublo by eausiiig the )in- 
pil to bo too self critii-al. If there is a 
disposition to he overcoii.---eious anil over- 
sensitive, eoiiqiel your puiiil to rush on 
in a regular wild English, or, still bet- 
ter, wild Irish, steepleelia.so. Juni)) live 
barred fences, leap ditches, ti-ar tlie 
way through thorny hedges — anything 
and everytliing — over stony ground, 
over field anil Cell and heather '.ilooni. 
anything to arrive at the point designed. 
Such a pupil would bo greatly benelitod 
by frequent drill in tho way of rough, 
jagged playing. 



A Novelty In Needlework. • 

Among novelties in needlework which 
take tho place of tho familiar dotted 
daisy work are designs stamped with 
five rayed stars.
